No immigrant will be admitted unless 


he poBBBBB03 $100 in money, or its equiv- 
alent, except that the head of a Jamilv 
may bring or send for other members ot 
hia family if he or they posaeaa $25 for 
each member..

All intending immigrants must bring 


certificates from the United Slates con- 
suls abroad. 
" All persons soaking final naturaliza- 
tion papors mast giva reasonable notice 
to a court, aud the same official, repre- 
senting the government, shall investigate 
tho applicant.
